Telephone Book Recycling Program to Otay Mesa and San Ysidro 
 

Thousands of New Directories Ready for Delivery October 10 Through November 21, 2002 
City Encourages Recycling Old Phone Books 

 

SAN DIEGO, CA — Thousands of newly printed 2002 SBC Pacific Bell directories are being 

delivered to Otay Mesa and San Ysidro residents during the San Diego South & East County 

Telephone Book Recycling Program, which runs from October 10 through November 21, 2002. 

This is a continuation of the Greater San Diego Book Recycling Program, which SBC Pacific 

Bell Directory and the City of San Diego Environmental Services Department kicked off in June, 

2002.  

 “Recycling is essential to saving energy, conserving natural resources and lengthening 

the life of our landfill,” said Richard L. Hays, Director of the City’s Environmental Services 

Department. “One ton of recycled paper uses 64 percent less energy, 50 percent less water and 

saves 17 trees. By partnering with SBC Pacific Bell Directory, this event is a reminder to San 

Diegans how to recycle their old telephone books as the new ones are delivered this fall.” 

 The telephone books can be recycled in City of San Diego blue curbside recycling bins. 

In addition, to provide convenient access for recyclers who do not have curbside recycling, 

outdated directories can be dropped off at one of four designated sites in Otay Mesa and San 

Ysidro. To locate the closest drop-off site residents can call the SBC Pacific Bell Telephone 

Book Recycling Hotline Number (1-800-953-4400).  While businesses may use the drop-off 

locations, those with 25 or more sets of telephone books should call their recycler waste hauler 

for a special collection.
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 “Through this program, SBC Pacific Bell is making an effort to see that old phone books 

are not only replaced, but recycled,” said Anita Starnes, Southern California Recycling Manager 

of SBC Pacific Bell Directory. “Our telephone books are made with water based glues so the 

whole phone book is recyclable,” said Starnes. 

 The old directories are recycled into paper that is used to make new directories, 

envelopes and other paper products. In an effort to reduce the number of directories SBC Pacific 

Bell distributes to large companies, white pages are now being offered on CD-ROM, which 

reduces the number of directories that need to be printed by 15,000.
